RECALLING ITS NUMEROUS RESOLUTIONS ON THE URGENT NEED FOR 
CESSATION OF NUCLEAR AND THERMONUCLEAR TESTS, 

RECALLING ALSO THE DETERMINATION EXPRESSED BY THE PARTIES TO THE 
1963 TREATY BANNING NUCLEAR WEAPON TESTS IN THE ATMOSPHERE, IN 
OUTER SPACE AND UNDER WATER TO SEEK TO ACHIEVE THE DISCONTINUANCE 
OF ALL TESTS EXPLOSIONS OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS FOR ALL TIME, 
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BEARING IN MIND THAT THE PRESENT STATE OF TECHNOLOGY DOES NOT 
PERMIT TO DIFFERENTIATE BETWEEN NUCLEAR WEAPONS AND NUCLEAR 
EXPLOSIVE DEVICES FOR PEACEFUL PURPOSES, 

NOTING WITH CONCERN THAT IN THE COURSE OF THIS YEAR NUCLEAR 
TESTS HAVE BEEN UNDERTAKEN BY AN UNPRECEDENTED NUMBER OF 
STATES, 

STRESSING THE VITAL IMPORTANCE OF AN EFFECTIVE AND WIDELY 
ACCEPTABLE SOLUTION TO THE PROBLEMS OF A COMPREHENSIVE TEST 
BAN FOR PROMOTING THE CESSATION OF THE NUCLEAR ARMS RACE
